Subject :—Guidlines tor sale of goods in the Domestic Tari. Area (DTA) by, 
Export Oriented Units (EDUs) and units in Export Processing 
Zones (EPZs). 

F. No. 3|11|88-EPC|693,—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. M8|(PN) [92-97 daled 16th July, 1993 on the above 
subject. In paragraph V(i) of the above said Public Notice, it has been stated 
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that the items eligible for 50 per cent DTA sale shall be notified separately. 
Subject to the fulfilment of other conditions laid down in the above said Public 
Notice No. 148[(PN) |92-97 dated 16-7-93, following guidelines shall be ap¬ 
plicable in respect of the items eligible for 50 per DTA sale :— 


(i) Agro-based units involved in the primary production of fresh fruits, 
vegetables, floriculture, horticulture, pisciculture and live-stock iear- 

plicable in respect of the items eligible for 50 per cent PTA sale ;— 

(ii) Food processing industries connected with the agriculture, acqua- 
culture, animal husbandry end poultry where the manufactured 
product is of edible in nature shall be eligible for the facility of 50 
per cent DTA sales. Food processing industries like fruit and 
vegetable processing milk products poultry and meat products, 
fisheries and package food industry shall also fall under this cate¬ 
gory; 

(iii) The cases relating o sericulture and other agro based industries 
in which the end-product is not of edible in nature including tissue 
culture shall be decided on a case to case basis by the Board of 
Approvals. In such cases 50 per cent DTA sales shall be allowed 
only if primary processing is involved (i.e. where there is only one 
change in the state of production). Accordingly, the items like 
cotton textiles, cigarettes etc. shall stand excluded from the purview 
of this benefit; 

(iv) The cases involving sensitive items like the units extracting clove 
oil etc. shall also be decided on a case to case basis by the Board 
of Approvals; and 

(v) The items originating from plantation crops i.e. Tea, Coffee, Robber, 
Cardamum and Basmati Rice and non-basmati Rice shall also not 
be eligible for 50 per cent DTA sales.
